During the mining eeasou of 15T0 a shaft was sunk 
on No. 2 location to a depth of 114 feet from tlie Bur- 
face, the Biro of tlie Bhaft being 7 ft. by nj ft. ln the 
clear. The shaft runs through rock which had to lie 
bkisted tlio entire distance; it has been thoroughly 
timbered throughout uisl Is secure and commodious.

A New Style of Tondorin?. '

queried, ''Why not say "France entire?" 
referring to the Alsace and Lorraine 
question, which it at present oven more 
than ever a very critical one between 
Germany and France. It is said that 
the German ambassador immediately 
left the room to mark his disapproba- 
tion of the witty actress. If he did 
it is not easy to understand why ho 
should bo recalled as a rebuke to him- 
self, unless it be true that his toast 
and IVlia3 Bernhardt's impertinence 
were rendered moro noticeable by the 
very Undignified attention which he is 
reported to have shown her subsequent 
ly during her visit exhibiting his pre- 
vious rebuke in the light of a piece of 
coquetry, if such a word can bo applied 
to. an ambassador.

FRANCE AND HER WINES, i 

What one variety of insect pests 
can accomplish in destructiveness is 
shown by the record of the phylloxora 
among the vineyards of France. France 
exported, wines to the amount of 144,- 
710,000 francs in the- first six months 
of .1872, and imported wines in the 
same period to the'value of S,022,000 
francs. During tho past six months of 
the current year the exports of French 
wines were of a valuo of 120,649,000 
against imports amounting in value to 
171,314 francs. . In a word, in eight 
years, by steadily increasing numbers 
and destructiveness the great vineyard 
pest has so blighted this great produc- 
tive industry of France that the im- 
ports, of wines exceed the exports ! 
A great deal of energy and skill and 
various appliances have been set in 
operation to destroy the pest, but 
without decisive result, and its ravages 
have gone on in spito of them. It is 
said that not only is the phylloxera in- 
sect not destructive to the vines grown 
in America, but that in France where 
American vines have been in growth 
they have escaped its ravages. Incon- 
sequence of this it is contemplated .to 
import vines from this side of the At- 
lantic to replace those defrayed. It 
will take much time to do this. Mean- 
while the disasters to the vineyards 
of Franco with tho great development 
of the grape product in. this continent 
indicate the possibility that America 
may be the great wine-producing coun- 
try of the world in the not distant 
future. i -

To THE ElMTOH OF TlIE COLONIST : 

Sir.— I bog you will allow mo space in 
your valuable journal to present a few 
facts rolative to the charges imposed by 
the local government for road toll on 
goods passing over the road: beyond 
Yalo. At present a family arrivinginthe 
province with a desiro to settle in it and 
bringing with them their necessary 
furniture for household purposes, will 
find, that although on reaching Victoria 
their chattels arc exemnt from customs 
duty. yet when they reach Yale they 
are met with a direct tax of one cent 
oh every pound of goods they may 
Wish to take beyond that point. On 
reference to the local act I find that 
articles produced within the province 
are alone exempted from this toll. If 
the toll was originally imposed, as lam 
informed, so as to create a fund for 
keeping tho Cariboo trunk road in 
repair] I fail to see why potatoes, lum- 
ber and other pml '« r« of t lie province 
should puns over the road free whilst 
the furniture of' a buna Jidr. tattler 
(who is compelled, in addition, to pay 
many indirect taxes) should have such 
a. heavy tax ns one per cent, imposed 
upen it. Surely the wear and tear of 
the road is greater from the lumber, 
potatoes, ifcc, hauled over it than it 
could possibly be from personal chat- 
tels, passing over; and if the tax re- 
mains as it is so it will continue to bo 



To the Editor of The Colonist: 
Sir, — People seem to bo under the im- 
pression that tho pilotage rates of the 
different ports in the Province are 
ed 
ber 

Such is not the case. Tho Dominion 
government simply takes power by Act 
of Parliament to appoint pilot hoards 
or commissioners and defines their 
powers, leaving optional with them to 
have free pilotage or such rates as thoy 
think ships ought to pay, it being na- 
turally supposed by tho government 
that merchants and others having local 
knowledge and interests would be the 
best judges of the number of pilots 
necessary to secure an efficient service 
and of tho pilot dues which should bo 
levied to give them fair remuneration, 
without overtaxing shipping. 

Until recently we had only one pilot 
district and one board of commissioners 
for the whole Province ; but owing to 
representations made at Ottawa, three 
districts wero created, nnd separate 
boards appointed for each, . instead of 
tho former system. I was told that 
one of the chief reasons for this change 
was that " Nanaimo wished to have 
free pilotage." This may or may not 
havo been tho case, but one thing is 
certain, that pilotage to Nanaimo is 
not free. 

I am of opinion that it is not possi- 
ble to havo an efficient stall of pilots 
with freo pilotage, as this servico must 
be self supporting ; but it is quite pos- 
sible, and quite within the power of 
the different boards to levy a very low 
rate — just sufficient to pay fair wages 
to pilots without imposing any groat 
burthen. Tho matter rests entirely 
with tho local boards and not with the 
Dominion government into whose trea- 
sury not a penny is-received from pilot 
dues. 

I am also of opinion that the increase 
of population on the Pacific coast and 
consequent growth of manufactures 
and commerce of different kinds will 
afford a market for all tho coal that 
can bo produced, although at a price 
not so high, but perhaps not less re- 
munerative than is now received. Tho 
American duty of 75 cents per ton is a 
serious drawback to our trade, and the 
hope of removing this obstacle is moro 
remote now than it was two years ago. 
In 1878 we imposed a duty of 50 cents 
per ton on coal for the protection of 
our Nova Scotia mines. This is looked 
on by Americans as a retaliatory poli- 
cy, and taking that view of it, they 
will adhere to their protection policy 
moro firmly than ever. Our tariff has 
littlo or no effect on the trade in the 
Eastern States. Western Canada must 
have coal and buys in the cheapest and 
best market. Pennsylvania hard coal, 
probably the best in the world, can lie 
laid down in Toronto after some hun- 
dreds of miles carriage by rail at prices 
varying from 85 to SG.50 per ton. 

If tho United States, therefore,- can 
protect her western coal interosts and 
suffer no diminution in her eastern ex- 
port trade, what arc the inducements 
for allowing the Canadian article to 
enter into competition with her home 
production ? 

Should the two countries at any time 
agree on a reciprocal scheme for a free 
interchange of certain commodities, no 
doubt coal would be included ; but un- 
til tho necessity for such a policy as 
that arises in the United States 1 con- 
fess that I seo very littlo chance of our 
coal trade being relieved of its present 
restrictions. For one concession which 
we may expect from the States they 
will expect two at least from us in re- 
turn. W. J. Mac Donald.

Arrival of tho Stoamsr Ottor. 



Tho steamer Otter which struck on a 
reef of rocks nonr Bella Bella on tho '20th 
of lust month and was subsequently 
sold at public auction for account of the 
underwriters to Capt. Spring for $4000 ar- 
rived in port at half-past 3 o'clock yes- 
terday morning towing tho steamer Skido- 
gato, disabled by the breaking of her 
shaft. It will be remembered that short- 
ly after the sale of the Otter the vessel 
revorted to her former owners, tho Hud- 
son Bay. Co. On the 12th inst. a party 
of mechanics under Mr. S. Sea proceeded 
to tho wreck and having landed stores dur- 
ing the evening of that day next morning 
built temporary quarters for tho reception 
of all hands. At low water the hull of 
the vessel was examined and it was found 
that one of thoside lights in the ladies' cabin 
was open and that the tiilo was flowing in 
and out. During the day preparations 
wore made for pumping the vessel out 
and at 4 o'clock next morning Mr. Har- 
mon, the diver, went down and put a 
paten ovor the aperture. An hour after- 
wards the pumps were started and at 10 
o'clock tho ship floated off'. Subsequently 
sho was placed on an adjacent beach and 
when it was discovered that the damage 
she had sustained was not of a serious 
nature sho was haulod off and her ma- 
chinery tested. Everything working sat- 
isfactorily sho was headed for this port 
and after travelling three miles sho wont 
alongside tho disabled steamer Skidcgate 
and took her in tow reaching port in 
safety at the hour above mentioned. The 
injuries to the Ottor, which aro not of a 
serious nature, consist principally of tho 
loss of from 30 to 40 feet of her copper 
on the port bilge and tho destruction of 
her uppbr cabin work. Sho will be placed 
on tho ways forthwith and receivo a 
thorough overhauling. The steamer Skido- 
gute will be furnished with a new shaft at 
tho Albion Foundry.

President Hayes and "Wifo Attend Sr. 
Stono's Church and Hear a Sermon 
by a Victoria Clergyman. 

The President and Mrs. Hayes attend- 
ed at the First Congregational Church, on 
tho cornor of Post and Powell strcot3, 
yesterday morning. There was no crowd— 
the church being about two-thirds full — 
no special service, and no unusual decora- 
tions and no stir about the congregation 
indicating a consciousness that tho Chief 
Magistrate of tho nation was one of their 
number. The President and Mrs: Hayes, 
accompanied by Mrs. Farren of their 
party, drove up to tho doer, alighted, and 
were quietly shown to their seats in the 
pew of tho pastor. The pastor's physical 
condition incapacitating him for dujy, ho 
has been absent for some time, and Rev. 
Mr. Roid ol' Victoria, B.C., is ocenpying 
tho pulpit in his stead. Tho services of 
the morning were in tho usual form of tho' 
church, with nothing save a slight allusion 
in tho sermon to remind the congregation 
that tho President was present. Tho ser- 
mon by Mr. Reid was from tS Chronicles, 
6:18: 

"But will God in every deed dwell with men on 
carthl" ' • " 

It wan, as the words indicate, on the 
subject of God's presence among men. 
Tho toxtual interrogatory was answered 
affirmatively, and tho theme was elaborat- 
ed under tho following heads: First, 
God dwells with man on earth in Nature; 
second, in history, which, in oven tho 
darkest pages, shows the sovereign hand; 
third, in prophecy; fourth, in his Church, 
the last idea forming the characteristic of 
tho discourse. At the conclusion, as tho 
congregation woro departing, tho Presi- 
dent expressed a wish to know tho preach- 
er, who was accordingly presented by Mr. 
Rankin. Both tho President and Mrs. 
Hayes complimented him on tho charac- 
ter of tho discourse. This opisodo was 
taken advantage of by others in tho con- 
gregation, who, in passing down the aisle, 
stopped to shako the hand of the Presi- 
dent and that of Mrs. Hayes, almost 
turning tho affair into a reception in the 
aisle. Among those who pressed forward 
to take tho Presidential hand was a very 
old lady, named Mrs. Thompson, who, in 
doing so, claimed to link tho extremes of 
our line of Presidents, as sho had soen 
General Washington when she was a very 
snmll child, and still remembered that in- 
cident.— 8.

Suits of a Vexatious and Distasteful 
Char-actor. 

Halifax, Sopt. 1. — A telegram to 
the Globe, some days ago, gave partic- 
ulars of a difficulty between the Hali- 
fax Banking Conpany and ono of its 
shareholders, a wealthy widow named 
Mrs. Black. The latter had been in- 
duced to sign a bond of indemnity to 
the bank for!?20,000 to cover an alleged 
defalcation of a deceased teller, who was 
related to her. Subsequently she refus- 
ed to pay the bond unless the Directors- 
would furnish full explanation concern- 
ing the defalcation. The Bank there- 
upon commenced an action against her. 
She then called a meeting of a number 
of shareholders, ami by their advice 
asked the Directors to call a general 
meeting. The Directors have now de- 
clined to comply with her request. 
They have issued a circular to the share- 
holders, the substance of which is that 
everything is right, and that the only 
object of a meeting could be to assist 
Mrs. Black in repudiating her bond. 
Tho circular does not, however, explain 
the manner in which the defalcation 
occurred. This is deemed the essen- 
tial point by Mrs. Black and her sym- 
pathisers. They will therefore proceed 
in their movement to call a general 
meeting of shareholders if they can pro- 
cure the number of signatures required 
>y law. 

Following close upon this affair 
comes another, which creates even a 
greater sensation. P. If. Linker, of this 
city, has entered an action against Mia 
Black for $150,000 for services. It 
may be well to explain that Mrs. Black- 
is a daughter of the lad; Judge Marshall, 
veil known as a prolific writer on tem- 
perance}, politics and theology, who died 
a few months ago at n great age. Her 
husband, who dieil two years ago, was 
William L. Black, a member of nn old 
and wealthy Halifax family. Ho was 
the wealthiest of the lot, and was be- 
lieved to be worth a million, which was 
left to his widow and only son. Mr. 
Baker, who brings this extraordinary 
action, is an American who has resided 
in Halifax and vicinity for many years, 
being largely engaged in the lobster 
packing business on the coast. He lios 
many factories and is supposed to have 
made a good deal of money. He is 
quite an eccentric character. Several 
years ago he brought out a weekly 
literary paper called the Afo .yflower y 
and has since published it at such 
times as suited his convenience. It 
is devoted largely (o such social 
and religious ideas as were taught in 
England by Bradlaugh and Mrs. Be- 
sant What possible claim he can 
have upon Mrs. Black is the problem 
which the gossips of tho city are trying 
to solve. The writ only stated that, 
the money was claimed for services. A 
demand has been made by Mrs. Black 
for particulars. Many thought that 
Baker, who loves notoriety, had got up 
the case as a joke, but the proceedings 
he has taken seem to indicate that ho 
is in earnest. He has retained an ar- 
ray of the best legal talent of the city. 
His counsel arc Messrs. Macdonald, 
Rigby, & Tuppei", of which firm the 
Minister of Justice is the head: Thomp- 
son and (Jrnhum, of which tho Attor- 
ney-General is the head; Otto S. 
Weeks, a former Attorney-General; 
Robert Motten and Aid. Hugh McD. 
Henry. Mrs. Black has retained Mea- 
gher A- Chisholm, and it is said S. R. 
Thompson, of St. John, who distin- 
guished himself as ono of the Canadian 
Counsel before the Fishery Commission 
is lo join them in managing her defence. 

Lady Lytton's Unfortunate Book. 

London, August 25. — I have been 
looking over a book entitled "A Blight- 
ed Life" by Lady Lytton. It is ono 
long torrent, of awful abuse of the late 
and the present Lord Lytton. If it is 
read it will create a sensation. The 
only wonder to me is that it over came 
to be published. Lady Lytton no doubt 
had some wrongs to endure, but whon 
she constantly describes Sir Edward 
Lytton as a "loathsome brute," 
Charles Dickens as "a foul black- 
guard," and her own son, the present 
Lord, as "a miserable hound," (these 
are mild expressions to some in 
the book), om: cannot but think such 
indignation is better in the private bos- 
om than bound up in a volume. The 
book teems with the most terrible 
charges made in the coarsest language 
against persons living and dead. How- 
ever much sympathy may bo felt for an 
injured lady who confesses to being 
half mad, there can be noneforthose who 
assist her to libel the dead and pain the 
living in one of the most ill-advised and 
venomously-offensive publications of 
modern times. A more grossly indecent 
and uncalled-for attack on the Queen 
than Lady Lytton makes it is impossi- 
ble to imagine. For the sake of all 
concerned — family, friends and the 
public — the book should be immediate- 
ly withdrawn from circulation. Its 
very violence will have a contrary effect 
to that intended. 

Many people will remember rending 
of the painful scandal which the domes- 
tic affairs of Lady Lytton brought 
about. A vast number have considered 
the lady . a most injured woman. The 
book will make most people think that 
after all there was much justification 
for the lunatic asylum business. This 
is much to be regretted, as it damages 
tho cause in whose interests it is evi- 
dently published, viz., the reform of 
the lunacy laws. — London Letter.

. St. John's, Nfld., Sept. 11. — After 
the Anchor line steamer Anglia'a col- 
lision, on Monday night, with the 
barque Trongate, in a fog, every effort 
was made to save the steamer, but 
without success. When the first boat 
was lowered it was discovered that thi- 
bottom had been pierced by the horns 
of the oxen swimming and scrambling 
for life in the water. The boat rapidly 
filled, and a rush was instantly made 
for the" sinking steamer. In a short 
time tho boats with all the ship's com- 
pany and passengers wero moving away 
from the steamer, and heading in the 
supposed direction of tho barque. It 
was only by the frequent application 
of oars and boat-hooks that the drown- 
ing steers were prevented from work- 
ing ruin to the shipwrecked passen- 
gers. It was a matter of speculation 
on board the steamer's boats ns to the 
possibility of the barque being kept 
ailoat. However, after half an hour's 
rowing the doubt gave way to cer- 
tainty, and tho boats were beneath the 
bows of the Trongate. After the boats 
left a detonation was heard, probably 
caused by the bursting of the steamer's 
boilers. The officers of tho steamer are 
of opinion that had they remained live 
minutes longer by the steamer they 
would all have been swallowed up in 
the suction around tho sinking steamer, 
or blown into atoms by the boiler ex- 
plosion.
